they do not feel that they are indelicate or 
obtrusive in addressin tuis distinct 
language to the officers of roads 
in which their constituents have no pecuniary 
interest, because the roads in this ass <iation 
have but Ove interest in this matter of rates, 
and complete co operation is essential to effect a 
salu reform; and use, iu, the fate of 
the capital,and of the rail , involved in 
your deliberations, concerns all the citizens of 
these states, whether they be stockholders in 
the roads or not, 
“And now to enlarge upon the prominent top. 
ics in this extract: 
“The difficulty to be overcome is competition; 
competition intense and ruinous; intense 
because there is not business enough tor the 
railroads which have been built; ruinous be- 
cause underbidding for the business reduces 
freight to ratswhich are unremunerative, and 
sometimes below the cost of transportation 
Harmony and combination between the roads is 
the only remedy fur this evil. This was the 
opinion of the officers of some of our leaaing 
roads three years ago, when they couferred to- 
gether to adjustand maintain remuneratiye 
rates, and Virtually laid the foundatiun of this 


associs tion. 

*Theirsagacity has been justified by efforts 
since made in other sections of the country to 
arrest the saine evil by asimilar expedient. We 
will adduce as the most impo: tant the combina- 
tion organized by what is knownasthe Sarato- 
ga conference,’ The sixth andseventh annual 
report of the board of raiiroad commissioners of 
Massach usetts, January, 1875 and 1876,’ give the 
origin and career of this combination, and as it 
may be useful to us, the committee will quote 
from it: 

‘**In July. 1%74, a conference of those repre. 
senting @ majority of trunk linesof road be- 
tween the interiorand the seaboard was held 
at Saratoga, and an agreement was entered into; 
the end in view was theforming of a commis- 
sion which should eStablish rates to ail 
competing points for the conferring roads, and 
also supply an executive force to make such 
rates when established, binding upon the com- 


ies. 
Pew ‘Naturally the adhesion of ail the trunk 
lines was essential to the success of the plan. 
This, however, it became spparent, could not be 
broughtabout. The Baltimore & Ohio railroad,

This 
was sustained al through the winter, and into 
the spring of 1875, and rates between the west

The 
struggle finally ended as all such struggles here 
tofore have, and hereafier must end, in an 


agreement: 

‘But this agreement of the Baltimore & Ohio 
road with the Saratoga combination did not per- 
fect ic. The Grand Trunk of Canada still refus- 
ed toenterinwit. Finally,in December last, 
a war of rates between this road and the combi- 
nation began. It was speedily accommodated. 
and the adhesion of the Grand Trunk to the 
combination made it complete. 

‘**Thus you will observe that a combination of 
the great trunk lines from the Atlantic to the 
west, between Canada on the north, and Mary- 
land on the south, inclusive, was finally effec- 
ted; but its cohesion was of short duration. It 
failed. A geutiemen of great experience in rail 

road affairs, writing of this failure says : 

* "The Saratoga combination has fallen utter- 
ly to pieces, and the are now all 
involved ina suicidal warof rates. The 
managers acé ina state of grest perplexity and 
anxiety, but are wholly unable to agree on any- 
thing. Ido not see how itis going to result, 
except thatit is absolutely clear thatit must 
result in some form of combination or consoli- 
dation. How general] a degree of bankruptcy is 
to precede it, noone now can say. 

“The Massachusetts commissioners said of 
is Saratoga conference, when it was first hel1

success, it will, unquestionably, be’one of the 
most important steps in a railroad develop- 
mentwhich has yet taken p’ace;’and subse- 
uently, that ‘the combination was a move in 
1e right direction, one which ought to be, if 
not directly encouraged at least allowed to 
work out its results undi«turbed.’ 

“The history of this combination is given at 
some length, Leonuse is is peculiarly instruc- 
tiveas the movement of the great railroads of 
the country It shows that. unrestrained com- 
petition is bringing ruin on the most powerful 
railroad corporations, and that combivation is 
in their judgment the only antidote for it. 


“And as additional evidence of the impor- 
tance which begins tw be attached to combina- 
tion in this emergency, we will quote some re- 
marks in The Nation of the 22d March in an 
article under the caption, ‘The -Last Kailroad 
Grievance’: 

‘** Under the tremendous pressure of compe- 
tition now felt throughout our railroad system, 
the process of railzoad combination must go on 
with great rapidity. It cannot be otherwise. It 
is, for the railroad corporations, the single 
means of salvation.’
